after the end of the 100e years, for when Satan was looſed, they 
were not with him perſonally preſent. Two ſorts are diſtinguiſh- 
cd from the dead Saints at the time of that rapture in both Texts : 
of thoſe in that to the Cormebiaxs (ſaith he) we ſhall not all ſleep: 
ſome Saints then will be mortal, but not all dead, but we ſhall all, 
even we all, viz. all Saints raiſed before, as well as thoſe in the na- - 
tural life ſhall then be changed ; ſo in the Epiſtle ro the Theſſals- 
nians, we that are alive and remain, ive, i mterrduon, we that 
ſo live, and we that are left for that long continuance : both the 
two Articles + & «, and the original word ſeem to ſpeak the like . 
difference of two ſorts of Saints ( beſides the dead Saints then ) 
and both theſe Texts are cleared by Chriſts Revelation, that tells 
us of the ſpirits of juſt men coming with him, as the New Zeruſa- 
lem down from Heaven, after ſaid to be the Lambs Wife, and theſe 
lived having then their ſpiritual bodies from Chriſt ; and alſo the 
Nations of them that are faved are then alſo ſaid to walk in the 
light of that Jeruſalem, from whoſe happy Communion, they will 
have much gyidance and conſolation in that ſtate : and both theſe 
'. areby Chriſt alſo differenced from the reſt of the dead Saints that 
lived not till the x00e years were ended, ch. 20. 5. that then are 
ſaid to riſe firſt, viz, at the laſt Trump and Rapture. Now if 
men would produce thouſands of Expoſitors of anothers 
mind, I muſt only in duty humbly Anſwer, I have Chriſts Reſo- 
lution in the caſe ( as of Damels hints before ) from this Divine 
Revelation, and otherwiſe | believe no man had ever been able 
and truly to have opened theſe Texts, as St. Feter ſaith, by 
reaſon of ſuch www contained in them, hard to be underſtood, 
Let all men therefore learn to praiſe God for this bleſſed Divine 
Book of the Revelation ; and learn to have its Explicatjons in ex- 
ceeding great Veneration ; for had it not been uſeful and neceſſa- 
ry, it had never been ſo wonderfully adorned with ſo many glori- 
ous excellencies, which I believe the Saints in that world ro come 
will acknawledge, tothe honoyr and praiſe of Jeſus Chriſt, 4whoſe 


that facredBook is entitled to be;viz.theRevelation of JeſusChriſt,

divers ways, with this Text and Context, whereby 
our Saviour here gives light and ſtrength to them all ; who is 0n- 
ly that BoQtor 3rrefr agabilis that need not ſpeak fex Cathedra (a3 
Hey fay ) That great deluder of theſe latter days muſt do) or 
elſe hemay err : But Chrifts Revelations in all ſuch kinds, are Di- 
vine Reſotutions, that Chriſtians ought not only, not to gain ſay, 
but: to reſt in, as their ultimate Determinations in the Caſe ; 
though any, or many men ſhould not own them. And thus much 
for the proof of the point in hand ; namely, That this faid Firſt Re- 
ſurreion, is the Bodily ReſurreCtion of the ſuffering Saints here 
ſpoken of, And ſo we we have ſufficiently manifeſted the 
fame to the” Conſciences of ſerious and judicious Chriſtians : firſt 
from the Text, with its dependancie, and as the matter of the ſaid 
Divine Truth is explained Dotrinally by Chriſt himſelf, and here 
again ſet forth by his own Divine Revalitivn, in the order, time, 
and way of the execution of the ſame; and that by variety of 
expreſſions in ſeveral places to this very purpoſe, fully agreeing 
with the Apoſtles ip«dr=ee, or riſing out of the heap (ag was ſhew- 
ed before ) wherein the curious exactneſs of the Spirit of Godis 
very remarkable ( if rightly conſidered. )) 

Secondly, From the context, by divers Reaſons therein obſerve 
able, manifeſting this particular Revelation, to be the Explication 
of Demels Viſion Chap. 7. 9, 10, 13, 14. Of the Judgement {ct 
to deſtroy-the Beaſt, and togive his Body to the burning Flame 
at Chriſts coming, in the Clouds of Heaven, and his receiving bis 
univerſal Kmgdom over all Nations, under the whole Heavens ; . 
when he brings withhim all his Saints that Nlept in him before, and - 
and raifeth them in their order bodily to Reign with him/z which 
we thirdly prove two wayes : Firſt poſitively to be a bodily Re- 
ſurreQtion from ſeveral Scriptures and Reaſons ; and y,on 1 
the Negative part, ſhewed it cold not be meantiof a" ſpiritual Re- 
furrechon, fettingfotth the many abſurgities of fuch a- pretenſe :

ed and promiſed mercics ſhould be ſo performed to the Saints, bot 
by this Key they are alkexcellently and divinely reſolved here by 
theSpirit of Chriſt, in his ſetting forth the times of the Reſtitu. 
tion of all things ; when he makes all things new; Chap. 21.5. 
alſo ſpoken of by all the Holy Prophets ſince the World began, 
Atts 3. 19, 20,21. Which will then be manifeſt to be Gods and 
Chriſts moſt glorious work, whileſt the World fhall continue, 
and the greateſt matter of Glory and Praiſe, to the Divine Ma- 
jeſty by Angels and men, and even inferionr Creatures (in their 
capacity) tobe rendered to God the Father, to the Lamb that 
was ſlain, and to the Holy Spirit for ever and ever, And 
Fourthly, We have by ſundry Texts in Old and New Teſtament, 
ſet forth a wonderful accord and agreement of them, with this 
Taid Revelation, which gives light ro them all, and which could 
not otherwiſe have been known as was ſaid by Angels or 
Men.”

Of which. Error, let all Slighters and Oppoſers of

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te conſider what a bold licentioufneſs of ſpeaking, fome men: 
have dared to venture upon even ta amazement,now in ſuch times 
of Light, 6. 

Some ſuch Objections we have already anſwered, which fell in 
our way,- and ſhould here anſwer many mere, if many had not 
in aur emergent been anſwered before, and alſo by many 0- 
thers of late times, as we ſkewed particularly in the everlaſting 
Goſpel, on Gen. 3. 15. pag. 19. isto be ſeen, 

But one thing we ſhall here by way of prevention, reſolve by 
Divine afhiſtance ; Leaſt ſome fubtil Queſtioniſt,, rather to ob- 
ſtruct theſe Doctrines; - then to diſprove them, ſhould demand of . 
us in the Caſe,what ſpecial words of direQtion have we, for ſuch 
= of the ſaid Key 3 whereupon ſuch weight and ftreſſe is 
aid? 

We might briefly anſwer, the whole ſtreſs is not laid-thereon ; 
for before we had ſo well obſerved, and conſidered the uſe there- 
of, by the order of accompliſhment of matters in the Book. of 
R jon which is of exceeding great uſe with the three others, 
we touched in our Preface,viz.the Subject, Nature and Scope of the 
Book : Iſay we had obſerved thirty fix particulars before, re- 
ſpecting thoſe times and things ; but fince upon the exaQaeſs of 
that Chap. reſpeCtiag ſuch a change in the World, relating tothe 
ancient Prophets z whereby all circumſtances are ſo ſet forth, 
and the facred Scriptures before had brought things-to ſuch an. 
height of ſuitableneſs, by ſearching through Gods goodneſs, we 
found that which we hope we ſhall never loſe again ; that the 
20. Chap. of Rev. &c. is the great Key of moſt ancient” Pro» 
phelie : Andas the whole Scripture is the intereſt of all. and-eve- 
ry Saint, and what ever benefit or comfort is therein already re- 
vealed, or hereafter ſhall be revealed, belongs: to them all as 
ſuch : So more eſpecially thoſe Scripture Foundations, which 
eoncern ſo great a Joyat intereſt'of all ſuch ſaidSaints together,are- 
therefore more highly to be regarded, ſuch as thoſe are, which 
this Key evidently (upon Warrant from the word,. as in good: 
meaſure we have ſhewed) ſo evidently relates unto: If aFather give- 
his only beloved Son all hisEftate,and Houſe andGoods,and Trea- 
ſures contained therein ; though. the Heir in his Nonage knew 
little of his Fathers poſſeſſions, yet when he is pleaſed toſhew' 
him ſome of his moſt pretious Jewels, though he ſtill reſtrves: 
them ; yet the Son knows thoſe particularly ſhall be hs ;. but yet: 
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og there- 
in one and the ſame intereſt , of which Chriſt hath ſet a time for 
the enjoyment, and which will not fail them ; And let ſuch a 

veſtioniſt know, that when God hath once laid the Foundation 

ſuch antrent pretious mercies, the gradual Revelation of them 
is onely according to his own goodpleaſure, and as in his infinite 
wiſdom and mercy to his People he ſees good : It was ſo in his 
firſt laying the great Corner Stone in his Houſe; Jeſus Chriſt at hjs 
firſt coming ithath been ſo in reſpect of all his Offices, and all his 
Benefits held forth by the Goſpel: But moſt of all in thoſe matters, 
reſpeCing both the Myſteries of his Spiritual Kingdom, till Chrifts 
2d coming; and alſo thoſe Myftiries of his viſible glorious Dawidecal 


Kingcom ; with all the excellencies of that ſtate, (both of which 


arethe Contents of this Book) and in all Gods three chief Chro- 
nologers, Afoſes, Daniel, and the beloved 7obn, their Chroni- 
cles are both of large extent of time, (as in Chap. 7. of our tre- 
nic. is manifeſt) and myſterious ; and to be confidered as ſuch : 
But above all the Divine Excellencies of this Book, which is the 
Revelation of both the other Chronicles as we have ſhewed) are 
many ways wonderful ; yet full of Divine ſweetneſs to ſuch of 
his, as Chrift is pleaſed to open ſuch Treaſures unto, ſhortly from 
hence to be enjoyed by them z but yet more particulary as to 
this Divine Key, we are now ſpeaking of, itis made moſt fit to 
open the Lock, which ny largely appear by the Work in it, and 
the Wards fitted for it : it we conſider them particularly.
